Albany, May 18 .— Urgent messages 
from Dr. John H. Finley, state com­ 
missioner of education, and Dr. Her­ 
man M. Higgs, state commissioner of 
health, to the school principals and 
teachers of the state to co-operate to 
the greatest possible extent with the 
department of 
health 
In all public 
health 
work 
constitute 
a leading 
feature of the current issue of Health 
News, the official publication of the 
state department of health. 
Dr. Finley in his letter addressed 
to the teachers 
of 
the state says: 
“At my first interview with the dep­ 
uty commissioner of health, Dr. Wil­ 
liams. he said: '1 suppose 
that you 
would put education before health.' 
My prompt answer (the instinctive 
response of a parent rather than the 
premeditated ad\icc? of a state offi­ 
cial). was: ‘By 
no 
means. 
Health 
must be the first consideration.’ 
But 
the answer of the official and of soci­ 
ety must be the same as that of the 
parent, 
it was the ‘health iirst’ de­ 
sire for its children which led tho 
state to enact tho medical inspection 
law last year and t.i inquire carefully 
into the physical well being of every 
child entering 
a 
school within its 
borders. 
“My confidence in Dr. Higgs, the 
head of the health department, and 
in those he has associated with him.

In his note to the school principals 
of the state. Dr. Biggs says he hopes 
in the fulfillment of the functions of 
his office as commissioner of health 
he will “secure the active co-opera- 
tiou of all who 
are 
in immediate 
charge of the training of the future 
citizens of the state.” 
“ Public health ouestlons are real­ 
ly only secondary in importance to 
those concerning education in their 
influence on the happiness and effi­ 
ciency of the people.” says Dr. Biggs. 
“There are certain large sanitary re­ 
forms like the purification of public 
water supplies, which can be accom­ 
plished by the executive acts of pub­ 
lic authorities. 
There 
are 
others 
which must be met largely by hospi­ 
tals. visiting nurses, and other or­ 
ganized social agencies. 
Many of the 
problems which confront us, how­ 
ever— the control of tuberculosis, of 
infant mortality, 
of 
the less acute 
communicable diseases, 
of the con­ 
trollable 
constitutional 
maladies— 
must be largely solved by the Indi­ 
vidual man and woman in the home 
and in the workshop. 
“ The reduction of the death rato 
which has been so notable an accomp­ 
lishment in the larger cities, has not 
yet been effected in the smaller cities 
and in the rural districts, mainly 
because the underlying truth of san­ 
itation and hygiene have not been 
brought forcibly to the attention of 
the citizens who must in the last an­ 
alysis. put them into effect. 
It is my 
earnest hope that the school authori­ 
ties and the state health department 
may actively co-operate in a system­ 
atic campaign of popular education 
for the prevention of preventable dis­ 
ease. since the school is the organ of 
the community by which the best ex­ 
pert knowledge In all fields should 
be made effective. 
“ If you feel as 1 do. that the school 
should bo not only a place for edu­

is next to impossible. 
Hit and-run requires a scientific bat­ 
ter. 
His object is to shove tho ball 
toward tho place from which the in­ 
fielder han moved in order to cover 
tho bas toward which tho runner has 
started 
It might be the second base­ 
man or the shortstop. 
The batter is 
supposed to so place tho ball that if 
an Infielder can reach It at all he has 
to cover enough ground to m ake a 
double 
play 
impossible, 
and 
nine 
times out of ten, lf he manages to 
throw the batter out at first, the play 
has succeeded In moving ap the baFO 
runner. 
There Is chance for tile ball rolling 
safe, but the double play Is absolutely 
eliminated 
Hut It is but seldom that one secs 
the hit-and-run play worked in this 
way. 
Nowadays the batter gives the 
runner the sign to start, and then he 
takes a wallop at the ball. Sometimes 
a three-base hit results, on which tho 
runner could have scored, even lf ho 
had not started In advance, hut more 
often a high fly goes up, and when 
the play is successful it is because tho 
batter gets the ball Into safe terri­ 
tory.

How Oil C lim a the Waves. 
An Impression prevails that great 
quantities of oil are required to calm 
the sea, but Professor Hay Lankoster 
of England suggests that a pint of oil 
an hour will secure a zone of calm 
water nround a ship sufficient for the 
safe launching of small Ixmis. Accord­ 
ing to this authority, nine pints of oil 
are sufficient to mini a square mile of 
water, and. Incredible a s it may ap­ 
pear, one drop will calm seven square 
feet! The oil spreads out over the sur­ 
face of the spa in a film which has the 
almost unimaginable thickness of twn- 
mllliontli.s of a millimeter, yet it holds 
in leash the mighty power of the ocean. 
When this film of oil spreads over the 
>urfaee the leaping up notion of the 
water, which results Iii the formation 
first of ripples ami then of waves, can­ 
not take place. The thinner the film 
the greater is Its effect in pulling down 
the crests of the waves and making a 
lower wave line, free from break.—
